AN 

ORDINANCE 
further to amend the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960. 

Preamble .- WHEREAS the Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Kerala is not in session and the Governor of Kerala is satisfied that 
circumstances exist which render it necessary for him to take 
immediate action ; 
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NOW , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( 1) 
of article 213 of the Constitution of India , the Governor of Kerala is 
pleased to promulgate the following Ordinance: 
1. Short title. — This Ordinance 

may be called the Kerala 
Panchayats (Amendment) Ordinance, 1977. 

2. Act 32 of 1960 to be temporarily amended . - During the period 
of operation of this Ordinance, the Kerala Panchayats Act, 1960 (32 00 
1960) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act); shall have effect 
subject to the amendments specified in section 3. 


3. Amendment of section 10 : - In section 10 of the principal Act . 
( a ) in sub-section (1 ) , 
(i) in clause (a), for the words “ as many wards as there are 

non - reserved seats " , the words " such number of wards 
as is equal to the total number of members of the 

panchayat" shall be substituted ; 
(ii) for clause (b ), the following clause shall be substituted , 

namely : - 
" (b ) determine the ward for the purposes of sub - section ( 1) 

ol section 7." ; 
(b ) in sub -section (2 ), the words " Except in the case of#ward 
in which there is a reserved seat" shall be omitted ; 


(c ) sub - sections (3), (5) and (6 ) shall be omitted ; 

(d ) for sub- section (4 ), the following sub-section shall 
cubatituted , namely : 

" (4 ) All the electors of a ward shall be entitled to vots at 

an election in that ward." ; 
( e) in sub -section (8 ), in the opening paragraph , the words "Then 
The number ofmembers to be returned by a ward is altered or ” aball 
be omitted ,

of the Kerala Rice and. Paddy (Procurement by Levy ) Order, 1966 and in 
supersession of the Notification No. G.O. (P ) 20 /76 / Food dated the 18th 
August, 1976 , published as S.R.O. No. 882/76 in the Kerala Gazette Extra 
ordinary No. 485 , dated the 18th August, 1976 , the Government of Kerala 
hereby direct that the classes of cultivators mentioned in column (2 ) of the 
schedule below , cultivating lands in the areas mentioned against them in 
column ( 1) thereof, shall in respect of the Virippu (Autumn) crop 1977, sell 
to the Government or an agent of the Government appointed by the District 
Collector or any other person authorised by the District Collector in this 
behalf, the quantity of paddy at the rates specified against them in column 
(3 ) of the schedule.

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Esplanatory Note 
his.note is notpart of this notification but only intended to indicate the purport of this notification ). 

According to clause 3 of the Kerala Rice and Paddy (Procurement by Levy) Order, 1966 , every cultivator 
shall sell to the Government or an agent of the Government appointed by the District Collector or any other 
person authorised by the District Collector in this behalf paddy derived from lands cultivated by him in accord 
ance with such scale as may be specified by the Government from time to time by notification in the Gazette 
and different scales may be specified for different areas of the State. In order to enable procurement of paddy 
by levy under the above Rule , it is necessary to classify the areas of the State and also specify the different 
scales at which paddy has to be collected by levy from the cultivators in respect of the virippu (Autumn ) crop 
of 1977. Hence this notification . 
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
